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THE MODERN WAY TO BUILD 

1A#hen our forefathers came here, homes were a first necessity. They were rugged, self-reliant men, and each and 
■ " every one of them not only wanted a new home of his own, but immediately did something about it. The lumber 
ivas available on all sides, and it was a simple, though laborious, process to fell the trees and trim the logs to correct 
sizes for the early log cabins. All settlers "pitched in" and made a community affair of home building, each succes- 
sively helping the other to erect his home. Thus, from the very earliest in our country's history, folks have built and 
owned their places of residence. 

Since those early days of candlelight, woodchopping and horseback riding, many, many improvements have con- 
tinuously and rapidly come along, and progressed. Personal transportation successively passed from horseback riding 
to wagons, to buggies, to bicycles, streetcars, and automobiles. Public transportation progressed from footpaths and 
horse-drawn stagecoaches to trains, busses and airplanes. Communication saw an evolution from smoke signals and 
tom-tom drums to foot and horseback couriers, newspapers, the telegraph, telephone, radio and television. Laundering 
started by washing clothes in streams, using the washboard, and finally using the bushes and grass for sun-drying, 
whereas today's housewife pushes a few electric buttons and a washing machine, dryer and ironer does the work in 
unbelievably short time. Light progressed from candles and burning logs to today's marvelous direct and indirect light- 
ing by electricity throughout the entire house. 

Originally, wagons, automobiles and almost everything our forefathers used was made by hand. Today 
everything we use, practically, is machine-made, and far, far better than the older hand-made products, and much 
lower in relative cost. 

Considering the vast progress that has been made in the production of almost everything we use — just about every- 
thing you can think of— we wonder why it is that the building of houses is still in the same old "horse and buggy" stage 
wherein they are still for the most part laboriously and slowly built by hand. It seems only reasonable to wonder WHY 
vast improvements weren't long ago put into effect in the building of homes, and, with this query in mind — and a deter- 
mination to do something about it — Northern Homes, Inc., a number of years ago decided that at least the entire 
framework of a house could be built by mass-production methods — indoors under ideal working conditions irrespective 
of the season or outdoor weather. It seemed only reasonable also to believe that almost absolute accuracy and a great 
lowering in cost could be attained by cutting large numbers of timbers all at one time to predetermined lengths and sizes 
by use of powerful mechanically operated saws, and these pre-cut timbers then could be systematically moved to certain 
points along an assembly line where trained men could insert them into "forms" or "jigs" where each pre-cut timber 
accurately fits as a part of a house-panel. There seemed no reason to believe that all parts of washing machines, 
automobiles, etc., could be mass-produced by prefabrication methods at great cost savings, while apparently all these 
years houses still had to be made by antiquated, laborious methods. 

Accordingly, the "modern way of building" was put into effect. Lumber is now bought in very large quantities at 
a time which means lower prices for same, and the saving meant ability to buy better lumber for less money. This 
lumber is systematically piled for quick and easy access and movement to the saw lines. Many timbers are cut at one 
operation with great accuracy by experts who handle that particular operation continuously with utmost skill and speed. 
These pre-cut-to-size timbers are then systematically moved to assembly lines where they are already of correct size 
and fit in panel jigs, accurately. There they are expertly nailed by men who specialize in that particular operation. As 
the panels move down the assembly line, they reach a point where complete windows and doors are waiting for another 
operator to insert and fasten them in the panels. Likewise floor joists are pre-cut and delivered to an assembly line point 
where they fit in jigs, with proper spacing, and where carefully selected and pre-cut-to-size subfiooring is installed on 
the floor joists thereby completing the floor panel. A similar operation forms the exterior wall panels on which selected 
pre-cut wall sheathing is fastened. All room partitions are similarly built in panels, and where the interior doors are 
needed they are accurately hung and fit, complete with hardware, into their respective panels. Gable ends, dormers with 
windows, etc., are similarly processed. Roof rafters are cut to exact size, and "heel cuts" are also made, many at a time. 
Each and every panel and part is stenciled with a number which corresponds with similar numbers on a simple yet 
easily understood blueprint of the house. All windows are built in advance, complete with glass, excellent weather- 
stripping, and hardware, and are so delivered to the assembly point. The same process is followed with exterior and 
interior doors which are complete and hung and fitted in their panels. These panels of all kinds are systematically 
stored for quick access by those who pack same with astonishing compactness — an entire house framework on one very 



large truck trailer. Each day at specified times, huge truck tractors back up to the loaded trailers, and in a few hours 
the house arrives at your building site. Two or three men unload this entire truck with very little effort in an average of 
two hours, carefully piling panels of same stenciled number in individual piles around the pre-built foundation. You 
can readily imagine that in an unbelievably short time the entire floor of the house is completely laid. Then, with equal 
speed the pre-built wall panels (including all windows and doors) go up. Then the partition panels (complete with 
doors) rapidly go in place, forming all rooms. Next, the pre-cut ceiling beams are installed, after which the gable-end 
panels go up; then the ridge pole is put in place, and in almost "no time" the roof is on. In many, many cases neighbors 
have, on their way to work, observed one of our trucks arrive, and were astonished, upon returning home that same 
evening, to see the house up and under roof with all rooms formed and all windows and interior and exterior doors in 
place. It is readily appreciated that there has been indeed a very great saving in money and time, along with the tre- 
mendous strength of the panels and excellent quality of materials forming a fine, modern, new house. 

Perhaps of great value to most home builders is the fact that the following schedule can be known in advance and 
depended upon: 

1 . An advance knowledge of exact cost of the completed home. 

2. A definite knowledge of what date you will receive your house from the factory. 

3. A knowledge that actually in a matter of only a few hours the house will be up and under roof. 

4. A predetermined date arrangement wherein the heating, electrical and plumbing equipment installers can 
dependably be on hand to do their work. Likewise dependable dates can be made for other work which you 
want done around the house. The fact is, you can therefore with great accuracy know with most satisfaction 
about when you can expect to move into your house.
